Fiscal Exp erts Rep ort 
Belief Based on Check 
O f New ’55 Bud g et 
WASHINGTON </P*—State Depart­ 
ment fiscal experts reported a be­ 
lief today the Russians have made 
virtually no changes in their econ­ 
omy despite all their talk of a shift 
back to heavy industry. 
This finding is based on careful 
analysis of the new Soviet budget 
for the 1955 calendar year. T h e 
budget was presented iast week to 
the same Soviet parliamentary ses­ 
sion which saw Georgi Malenkov 
succeeded by Nikolai Bulganin as 
premier.

rubles exceeds last year’s total by 
20 million rubles, the lowest in­ 
crease since World W arr II. The

rubles for $1, but the rate varies 
with the transaction and some­ 
times goes to 20 for $1. 
The U. S. specialists see in the 
slight increase a sign that Soviet 
economists are adopting a more 
realistic attitude, clamping down 
on any inflationary trends, a n d 
juggling figures so as to imply 
stepped-up 
defense 
spending 
to 
back up tough talk. 
The Russian budget greaks down 
into four broad categories, with 
an unexplained fond left over. The 
four categories are: Cost of run­ 
ning the government: social a n d 
cultural programs, such as educa­ 
tion; national economy factors like 
construction of buildings; and di­ 
rect defense costs 
such as guns 
and planes. 
Total increases in these 
f o u r 
categories came to 1? per cent. 
But the budget as a whole showed 
virtually no increase This meant 
that the 12 per cent boost c^me 
out 
of the 
unspecified 
residual 
funds. 
About half of this unmarked 
fund provides money for research 
and development — including nu­ 
clear weapons and jet planes. 
Since most of the money shift 
apparently cam e from this f u n d

production stage.

Lincoln’s b irth. Bu t let u s rem em ­ 
b er that no two of these occasions 
can ev er b e exactly alike. For su ch 
is the greatness of Lincoln that 
each year we Americans find ou r­ 
selv es impelled to reappraise his 
life in term s of ou r own rapidly- 
changing times and to ask, “If 
Lincoln were aliv e today, what 
wou ld he think? What wou ld he 
do?” 
This process seems particu larly i 
appropriate in the year 1955, b y 
reason of certain ob v iou s sim ilar­ 


ities b etween the climate of ou r 
era and 
that in which Lincoln 
grew to m atu rity. Indeed, per­ 
haps no other American genera­ 
tion since 
his death nearly ninety 
years ago 
has had cau se to feel so 
close a kinship with the Great 
Emancipator. 
For Lincoln, as for his cou ntry­ 
men, the decade of the 1850s was 
one of u ncertainty and apprehen­ 
sion. strangely like that in which 
we liv e. The origins of this sense 
of fu ndamental insecu rity were 
different then. Bu t the end effect 
was mu ch the same. Issu es that 
the nation had sou ght to ev ade or 
postpone b y compromise a centu ry 
ago were coming to a head. 
And 
many men — inclu ding Ab raham 
Lincoln—cou ld not see their way 
clearly. They were, at least most 
ol' them, doing the b est they knew 
how. Yet the complexities of the 
q u estions confronting the cou ntry 
b affled them.

Fertilizer applied to improved 
speciea of graas and legume 
crops will often bring in great­ 
er profits than if applied to cul 
tivated crops. Many grassland 
farmers have doubled or tripled 
their forage yields by liberal 
applications of fertilizer. 
It is not profitable to apply 
large amounts of fertilizer to in 
ferior types of grasses or le 
gumes. Also, it does not pay to 
fertilize heavily in arid climate 
unless you have irrigation wa 
ter. But with plenty of soil mois­ 
ture and improved varieties of 
grasses and legumes fertilizing 
will pay big dividends. 
If your soil is naturally fer­ 
tile you will not need to fertilize 
heavily; but, moderate applica­ 
tions of the right plant food el­ 
ements at the right times will 
usually pay, even on fertile 
soils. 
And on poor soils with 
adequate moisture the rate of 
growth will be determined large­ 
ly by the amount of fertilizer 
you use. But whether the soil 
is good or poor, most profitable 
returns are obtained by sowing 
high quality seed of improved 
adapted varieties. 
Some of the better and larger 
grasses and legumes can use 
large 
quantities 
of fertilizer. 
Many dairy farmers of the Pa­ 
cific Northwest have found it 
profitable to apply 600 pounds 
of Nitrate of Soda or 300 pounds 
of 
Ammonium 
Nitrate 
each 


year to their irrigated pastures. 
They apply the Nitrogen fertil­ 
izer in three equal parts dur­ 
ing the growing season. 
They 
also 
use phosphate 
fertilizer 
once each year, in the fall. 
T. J. Luttrell of Brighton, 
Colo., applied liquid anhydrous 
Ammonia and Phosphoric acid 
in the irrigation water to his 
pastures. On a 40-acre field of

Gel Hog s Ready Now 
For Sp ring Vaccinations 
Cornbelt swine producers were 
warned today by the American 
Foundation for Animal Health that 
right now is the best time to con­ 
tact local veterinarians to work 
out the spring’s hog cholera and et« 
ysipelas vaccination program. 
The Foundation this week cau­ 
tioned that the veterinarian is the 
best judge of which cholera vac­ 
cine to use and when to use it to 
get effective immunization of the 
baby pigs. 
‘If erysipelas has been in a herd* 
the owner should plan to vaccinate 
all his pigs against this k itttf," 
the Foundation says. “The vaccin­ 
ation is not 
1 0 0 per cent effective, 
but it will usually protect from tour 
to six months, or until the hods 
reach mark et age. 
“If erysipelas has been in £ tttra 
and the owner does not 
v a ccina te 
will perhaps be condemned or dftdk - 
ed at the mark et.”

Fiscal Experts Report 
Belief Based on Check 
Of New ’55 Budget 
WASHINGTON a s t a t e Depart­ 
ment fiscal experts reported a be­ 
lief today the Russians have made 
virtually no changes in their econ­ 
omy despite all their talk of a shift 
back to heavy industry. 
This finding is based on careful 
analysis of the new Soviet budget 
for the 1955 calendar year. T h e 
budget was presented iast week to 
the same Soviet parliamentary ses­ 
sion which saw Georgi Malenkov 
succeeded by Nikolai Bulganin as 
premier. 
Exceeds Last Year 
The 
budget 
of 
562.900.000.000 
rubles exceeds last year’s total by 
20 million rubles, the lowest in­ 
crease since World Warr II. The 
official 
exchange 
rate 
is 
four 
rubles for $1, but the rate varies 
with the transaction and some­ 
times goes to 20 for $1. 
The U. S. specialists see in the 
slight increase a sign that Soviet 
economists are adopting a more 
realistic attitude, clamping down 
on any inflationary trends, a n d 
juggling figures so as to imply 
stepped-up 
defense 
spending 
to 
back up tough talk. 
The Russian budget greaks down 
into four broad categories, with 
an unex'M^ned fund left over. The 
four categories are: Cost of run­ 
ning the government; social a n d 
cultural programs, such as educa­ 
tion; national economy factors like 
construction of buildings; and di­ 
rect defense costs 
such as guns 
and planes. 
Total increases in these f o u r 
categories came to 12 per cent. 
But the budget as a whole showed 
virtually no increase. This meant 
that the 12 per cent boost came 
out of the unspecified residual 
funds. 
About half of this unmarked 
fund provides money for research 
and development — including nu­ 
clear weapons and jet planes. 
Since most of the money shift 
apparently came from this f u n d 
the experts rn Washington believe 
some resea reft '•'hvt'- development 
project must have moved into the 
production stage. 
Wary of Bookkeeping 
However, they are wary of any 
Soviet bookkeeping. As a rule of 
thumb, they figure half of the to­ 
tal budget goes in some way or 
another toward defense costs. For

Get Hogs Ready Now 
For Spring Vaccinalions 
Cornbelt swine producers were 
w arned today by the American 
Foundation for Animal H ealth that 
right now is the best time to con­ 
tact local veterinarians to work 
out the spring’s hog cholera and er­ 
ysipelas vaccination program.

‘If erysipelas has been in a herd, 
the owner should plan to vaccinate 
all his pigs against this killèr," 
the Foundation says. “The vaccin­ 
ation is not 100 per cent effective, 
but it will usually protect from four 
to six m onths, or until the hogs 
reach m arket age. 
“ If erysipelas has been in a beM 
and the ow ner does not vaccinate 
will perhaps be condemned or dock­ 
ed at the m arket.”

Fertilizer applied to improved 
species of grass and legume 
crops will often bring in great 
er profits than if applied to cul­ 
tivated crops. Many grassland 
farmers have doubled or tripled 
their forage yields by liberal 
applications of fertilizer. 
It is not profitable to apply 
large amounts of fertilizer to in­ 
ferior types of grasses or le­ 
gumes. Also, it does not pay to 
fertilize heavily in arid climate 
unless you have irrigation wa­ 
ter. But with plenty of soil mois­ 
ture and improved varieties of 
grasses and legumes fertilizing 
will pay big dividends. 
If your soil is naturally fer­ 
tile you will not need to fertilize 
heavily; but, moderate applica­ 
tions of the right plant food el­ 
ements at the right times will 
usually pay, 
even on fertile 
soils. 
And on poor soils with 
adequate moisture the rate of 
growth will be determined large­ 
ly by the amount of fertilizer 
you use. But whether the soil 
is good or poor, most profitable 
returns are obtained by sowing 
high quality seed of improved 
adapted varieties.

The spring oats crop in Missomi 
last year was extremely good witfe 
a state average of 41.5 bushels pot 
acre. This was IO bushels above 
the previous high average yield 
and about double the long time av­ 
erage. 
Several factors contributed to tfce 
high yields in 1954. Favorable wea­ 
ther conditions must be given much 
of the credit but such practices aa 
early seeding and using early var­ 
ieties also helped. 
Just how’ early should you aetd 
oats? In Scott County, get them la 
sometime in late February or ear­ 
ly March. 
Using an early variety Is alan 
important. Missouri 0-205 and An­ 
drew are the recoommended v ar­ 
ieties. The 0-205 variety is moder­ 
ately early, a high yielder, and a 
good variety to feed. Andrew also 
produces high yields, but the grain 
is not as heavy as 0-205.

Cornbell .swine producers were 
warned today by the American 
Foundation for Animal Health that 
right now is the best time to con­ 
tact local veterinarians to work 
out the spring’s hog cholera and er­ 
ysipelas vaccination program. 
The Foundation this week cau­ 
tioned that the veterinarian is the 
best judge of which cholera vac­ 
cine to use and when to use it to 
get effective immunization of the 
baby pigs. 
‘If erysipelas has been in a herd, 
the owner should plan to vaccinate 
all his pigs against this k ille r." 
the Foundation says. "The vaccin­ 
ation is not IOO per cent effective, 
but it will usually protect from four 
to six months, or until the hogs 
reach market age. 
"If erysipelas has been in a bfcM 
and the owner does not vaccinate 
will perhaps be condemned or dock­ 
ed at the m arket."
